In an effort to maintain the 
regular day-today financial opera¬ 
tions of Mountain View County 
an interim borrowing by-law has 
been put in place, which will al¬ 
low the County to temporarily 
borrow up to $5 million. 

“It’s normal procedure to do a 
borrowing by-law at this time of 
the year,” said the County’s Com¬ 
missioner Harold Johnsrude, at 
last Tuesday’s county organiza¬ 
tional meeting. 

Passing temporary borrowing 
by-laws is a common practice for 
many municipalities, as their rev¬ 
enues drop drastically between 
June and Sept., when the major¬ 
ity of the taxes art' received. 

In June the Province requires 
all municipalities in Alberta to pay 
the education taxes, even though 
municipalities don’t collect the 
bulk of their taxes until the fall. 

Johnsrude explained that this 
past June the County paid out 
nearly $5 million to the Province 
for education taxes, so in order for 
day-to-day operations to continue 
without being affected this interim 
borrowing by-law was needed. 

The difference this year, com¬ 
pared to previous years, is that the 
County has increased the amount 
of the interim loan by $3 million. 
Previous years they have only 
passed by-laws for $2 million. 

“This (borrowing by-law) is for 
working capital because (the bulk 
of) our taxes aren’t paid until the 
end of September,” Johnsrude said. 

“This is to bridge financing 
until the tax money is collected,” 
Councillor Amie Shea added. 

In the past the County has had 
internal hinds to rely on so they 
haven’t had to turn to the banks 
for a temporary loan. 

“The practice of the County 
has been to use these (internal) 
funds. We have basically (been) 
borrowing internally As the funds 
are used (for construction costs) 
they are no longer available for 
working capital,” Johnsrude said. 

The funds which were being 
used, were reserves which were 


earmarked for construction costs 
of the new administration build¬ 
ing. 

“last year we had these* reserve 
funds and we would just use them 
internally until the taxes came in. 
Now that the building is going 
ahead and we have costs we now 
have to pay out, these funds are 
no longer there," Johnsrude said. 

With the internal funds no 
longer being available this ex¬ 
plains the increase from a $2 mil¬ 
lion loan to a $5 million temporary 
loan. 

Despite councillors under¬ 
standing the increase they still 
asked Johnsrude if a $3 million 
increase was really needl'd, and he 
confirms that most of the $5 mil¬ 
lion will be used until taxes are 
collected. 

“(Our director of finance) is 
anticipating that we will go fairly 
close (to spending the $5 million),” 
Johnsrude added. 

Council unanimously passed 
the temporary borrowing by-law. 


Drunk driver crashed ve¬

A 23-year-old former Sundre 
resident who crashed his car into 
a ditch just outside Didsbury, 
causing brain ir\juries to a pas¬ 
senger who was thrown from the 
vehicle, has been fined. 

Rodney Lyle Justinick 
pleaded guilty Oct. 29 to charges 
of impaired driving and obstruc¬ 
tion of police. He was scheduled 
to be tried on the charges, but 
changed his plea. 

Justinick was driving about 
160 km per hour in a 100 km 
per hour zone on Hwy. 582 just 
west of Didsbury on Oct. 27 
when he went through an 
RCMP radar check stop, court 
heard.

Before the officer could pursue 
the vehicle, Justinick lost control 
of the car and drove into the ditch. 

A male passenger in the front 
seat was thrown from the car. He 
was later taken to hospital in 
Calgary and treated for head in¬ 
juries. A second passenger in the 
vehicle was not ii\jured. 

Justinick was also taken to 
hospital suffering from minor in¬ 
juries caused when the air bag 
deployed. 

Justinick’s blood alcohol level 
at the time of the crash was 130 
mg per cent . The legal limit is 80 
mg per cent. 

Justinick gave the police a false 
name at the time of the accident, 
leading to the obstruction charge. 

During Friday’s court appear¬ 


ance, Justinick apologized to 
his two friends. 

“I’m sorry you guys that 
this happened," he told the men, 
who both attended court. “You 
guys are everything to me. I 
don’t want to lose any more 
friends.” 

Judge C. Daniel said the ac¬ 
cident could have been much 
worse. 

“You all could have died. It 
could have been a real tragedy,” 
said Daniel. 

She fined Justinick 
$1,200 on the impaired 
charge and ordered him 
jailed for one day on the 
obstruction charge. She 
also prohibited him from 
driving for one year.

Mountain View County, like 
most Alberta municipalities, 
were busy swearing in their 
new councillors so they could 
get on with business after a 
tiresome municipal election 
campaign. 

County voters put four new 
faces on council, one candidate 
was acclaimed, and two coun¬ 
cillors were re-elected. 

Last Tuesday, October 26, 
councillors took an oath as 
they were sworn into office and 
then they selected who will 
represent the County for the 
next three years as Reeve as 
well as Deputy Reeve. 

Council unanimously se¬ 
lected newly elected Division 7 
Councillor A1 Kemmere to rep¬ 
resent the County as Reeve. 

Kemmere who is a rookie to 
politics says he was nervous 
about taking the Reeve’s chair, 
but after sitting through a few 
council meetings he is looking 
forward to serving taxpayers 
for the next three years. 

“Initially when I was 
ejected Reeve I was a little 
hesitant about it, but after run¬ 
ning through the organiza¬ 
tional meeting and our first 
council meeting I am very 
positive about it, because coun¬ 
cil really showed an effort to 
work together on it,” Kemmere 
said. 

Kemmere replaces outgoing 
Reeve Ian Harvie who repre¬ 
sented Division 4, but was 
ousted by Kathy Blain who 
won the seat. 

Kemmere says that he be¬ 
lieves he will be able to han¬ 
dle the duties as Reeve, but 
says that he believes he has a 
lot of learning to do, and this 
is his first goal. 

“You have to walk, before 
you can run. There are some 
burning issues to be dealt with 
in the next six months and we 
will just take those as they 
come,” Kemmere added. 

An interesting notion 
which has proved to be a very 
exciting election for electors 
was the fact that there were 
candidates running for County 
council who once declared 
themselves the, ‘Official Oppo¬ 
sition,’ to Mountain View 
County council. 

Blain as well as Division 5 
County Councillor Arnie Shea 
who beat out incumbent can¬ 
didate, Linda Burrell were 
both members of the Mountain 
View Taxpayers Association. 

Blain and Shea are not the 
only ‘past’ members of the 
Mountain View Taxpayers As¬ 
sociation to run in the recent 
municipal election, however 
they were the only two to win 
a seat. 

Blain sat as the secretary for 
the Mountain View Taxpayers 
Association who would often 
submit letters to the editor

mal agenda and everyone 
worked well to get through the 
day and represented their area 
very, very well,” Kemmere 
said. 

Returning Councillor 
Charlie Van Arnam for Divi¬ 
sion 2 (Water Valley/Cremona) 
agreed that council is moving 
ahead, but added that there is 
some definite work to do so 
council will work together 100 
per cent. 

“I am pleased with the way 
the new council is working to¬ 
gether. We have some big hur¬ 
dles to get over, but we are 
working together well,” Van 
Arnam said. 

The biggest and most con¬ 
tested issue throughout the 
entire election, and nearly the 
past two years, has been the 
construction of a new admin¬ 
istration building. 

Members of the Mountain 
View Taxpayers Association 
were questioning councillors 
decision to move ahead and 
build a new facility, as they felt 
the current facility could just 
be renovated. 

The building has already 
been started and walls are 
starting to go up, so the major¬ 
ity of council have verbally said 
they will accept what is done 
and support the construction of 
the new building. 

Blain, however, says that 
she would still like to take some 
information to the public to get 
their feedback on the project, 
in the near future. 

“We would like to see where 
they are at with the building. 
Maybe put it out to the people 
so they can see where it’s at 
and see what has transpired 
and just bring everyone to 
speed on what is happening 
and what has happened,” Blain 
said.

The claim reads, in part: 
“The letter was defamatory of 
the Plaintiff (Burrell) and was 
intended to, and has, damaged 
the Plaintiffs character, and 
her professional and personal 
reputation. The defamatory 
contents of the letter were 
false, and were published with 
malice, and were designed to 
permanently damage the 
Plantiff s character and repu¬ 
tation. 

Despite Shea beating out 
Burrell, the lawsuit according 
to the County’s administrator, 
Harold Johnsrude will be pro¬ 
ceeding. 

Both Blain and Shea think 
that council will operate just 
fine, and that their past com¬ 
ments of actions won’t make it 
difficult at all for them to work 
with the two incumbent 
County Councillors Charlie 
Van Arnam and Dave Derksen. 

I believe in the democratic 
process and working together 
as a team player for the better¬ 
ment of the whole commu¬ 
nity,” Blain said. 

Shea echoed the words of 
Blain saying that any hard 
feelings he might have had to¬ 
wards County administration 
or incumbent councillors 
won't play an effect in his role 
as county councillor. 

“I am a team player and I

Provincial election 
time

Election fever is still 
burning across the province, 
after a Provincial Election 
was called on Oct. 25. 

This announcement came 
only days after the Munici¬ 
pal election in Alberta. 

Albertans will head to the 
polls again, on Nov. 22nd, to 
vote for their Member of 
Legislative Assembly 
(MLA), who will represent 
them in the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. Albertans will also 
vote for three Senators-in 
waiting. 

A Senate nominee election 
is being held in conjunction 
with the next provincial gen¬ 
eral election. The Alberta 
government will once again 
ask that the Prime Minister 
appoint the elected nomi¬ 
nees to fill Alberta’s three 
vacant Senate seats. 

“It’s time to give Alberta’s 
Senate nominees a new 
popular mandate,” said pre¬ 
mier Ralph Klein. 
“Albertans continue to indi¬ 
cate their support for a Tri- 
ple-E Senate, one that is 
elected, equal and effective. 
Just because the Prime Min¬ 
ister has, so far, chosen not 
to appoint Alberta’s duly- 
elected Senate nominees to 
the Upper Chamber is no 
reason to stop pushing for 
a democratic foundation to 
the Senate.” 

The terms of Alberta’s 
two current Senators- 
inwaiting, Ted Mortona and 
Bert Brown, expired on Sep¬ 
tember 20. To ensure Al¬ 
berta maintains a list of 
Senate nominees, the terms 


of the current Senators in 
waiting have been extended 
through Order in Council 
until the election. 

MLA for Didsbury/Olds/ 
Three Hills, Richard Marz, 
will once again be running 
for MLA. 

Voting will take place 
from 9 am to 8 pm, Nov. 
22nd.

CALGARY HEALTH REGION 

CHR E-coli investigation complete

The Calgary Health Region’s 
(CHR) investigation into the 
September E. coli outbreak is 
now complete. 

Public Health officials 
worked with Health Canada and 
the Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency in this investigation 
which commenced when 5 cases 
ofE.coli0157:H7 were reported 
to the Region on September 16, 
2004. The source of the outbreak 
has not been definitively identi¬ 
fied. 

Over the period of time from 
September 1 to October 14, a 
total of 62 cases of E. coli 
0157:H7 were confirmed. It is 
important to note that people 
were not contracting the out¬ 
break strain of E. coli 0157:H7 
following the start of the inves¬ 
tigation which began September 
17. Case numbers increased as 
laboratory tests confirmed the 
presence of E. coli. A total of 6 
people were hospitalized because 
of this illness. All of these indi¬ 
viduals have been discharged 
from hospital. 

Officials were able to link 43 
of these cases through finger¬ 
printing in the laboratory, but 


were not able to find the same or¬ 
ganism in any of the food samples 
that were tested. Six of these 43 
cases were secondary, passed per¬ 
son to person from an initial case 
in a household. Epidemiological 
evidence indicated a strong asso¬ 
ciation between these cases and 
consumption of beef donairs from 
two restaurants. An additional 7 
of the remaining 19 cases also 
shared an identical fingerprint, 
but they could not be linked to any 
specific source. The remaining 12 
cases were sporadic and not linked 
to either of these two clusters of 
cases. 

This has been a far reaching 
investigation, requiring the coop¬ 
eration of many food establish¬ 
ments, packing plants, food sup¬ 
pliers, and the public. 

“Numerous inspections and 
tests were conducted in our search 
for the cause of this outbreak,” 
said Dr. Judy MacDonald, deputy 
medical officer of Health. “As is 
sometimes the case in situations 
like this, the product that made 
people ill has been completely con¬ 
sumed, and therefore we are un¬ 
able to make a match in the labo¬ 
ratory.” 

Steps were taken immediately 
to ensure there was not an ongo¬ 


ing risk to the health of the pub¬ 
lic. Public health inspectors vis¬ 
ited and inspected food estab¬ 
lishments as soon as the first 
five cases were reported. 

E. coli 0157.H7 can be 
found in a variety of sources. 
It is most often found in food, 
particularly undercooked 
ground meat. It can cause 
diarrhea (that is sometimes 
bloody) and stomach cramps. 
It can lead to serious complica¬ 
tions such as kidney failure, 
especially in children and those 
with compromised immune sys¬ 
tems. The bacteria can also be 
spread from person to person. 
Thorough hand washing, not 
bathing children together and 
using separate towels are all 
important in preventing fur¬ 
ther spread in the home. 

E. coli 0157:H7 can be pre¬ 
vented by taking precautions 
when preparing meals or eat¬ 
ing at restaurants. Hamburger 
and other ground meat prod¬ 
ucts should always be cooked 
thoroughly to an internal 
temperature of 7lC. In 
addition, care should be 
taken to avoid contami¬ 
nating other foods with 
raw meat juices.

New Trustees sworn into office 



CESD's new School Board.

Four returning trustees 
for Chinook’s Edge School Di¬ 
vision (CESD) were sworn 
into office, along with five 
new trustees last Wednesday, 
October 27 where they took 
an oath to represent their 
areas to the best of their 
abilities for the next three 
years. 

This is the first time in six 
years that five new faces have 
sat around the board table, as 
for the past two consecutive 
terms the public voted in the 
same trustees allowing them 
to all work together for those 
six years. 

Despite the past board 
seeming to have large public 
support, there were a number 
of trustees who did not seek 
re-election and one trustee 
was defeated by a new candi¬ 
date. which has put the five 
new faces around the board 
table. 

At last Wednesday’s first 
‘public’ board meeting trus¬ 
tees nominated a chairman, 
and without hesitation 
Didsbury area trustee for 
Ward 8, Roy Brassard, was 
once again selected to be 
chairman. 

This will be Brassard’s 
seventh year serving as 
Board chairman for CESD. 

With this being Brassard’s 
first term in office working 
with five new faces he is look¬ 
ing more to the positive than 
the negative, saying he be¬ 
lieves CESD will remain com¬ 
mitted to the students of the 
division. 

“This is the first time (in 
six years) that there will be 
five new members and it’s 
very exciting, actually. I 
think there are diverse back¬ 
grounds and a lot of strength 


there... I think we are going 
to have a very strong board.” 

Brassard returns to the 
board table with re-elected 
trustees: Jackie Swanson 
(Ward 1 - Sylvan Lake); 
Penny Archibald (Ward 4 - 
Innisfail); and Ron Fisher 
(Ward 6 - Sundre). 

New trustees include: 
Sherry Cooper (Ward 2 - 
Penhold/River Glen/Poplar 
Ridge); Colleen Butler (Ward 
3 - Delburne/Elnora); Connie 
Huelsman (Ward 5 - Bowden/ 
Spruce View); Doug Wagstaff 
(Ward 7 - Olds/Reed Ranch); 
and Gord Johnson (Ward 9 - 
Carstairs/Cremona/Midway). 

Brassard says that one 
thing he is looking forward to 


is the new and fresh ideas 
that come from the five new 
Trustees, adding that it’s al¬ 
ways great getting some new 
faces on board to sometimes, 
‘think outside of the box.’ 

“In the past I think we 
have had a variety of back¬ 
grounds, so the diverse back¬ 
grounds that come to the ta¬ 
ble really bring a lot of 
strength to the issues be¬ 
cause all of the different per¬ 
spectives means you can re¬ 
ally draw on people’s experi¬ 
ence and so I think it’s going 
to be to our advantage. I 
would hate to think that we 
would all come together and 
all be thinking the same 
thing right off the bat... Our 


strength has been in our di¬ 
versity in the past, and I re¬ 
ally want to build on that.” 

Brassard says that the past 
number of years has been 
very exciting for CESD with 
so many capital projects be¬ 
ing approved by the Province, 
and they currently have many 
projects on the go and he be¬ 
lieves that for now this is 
quite a bit of work to keep the 
board busy, for now. 

“We have a number of is¬ 
sues on the go. We are build¬ 
ing a school in Didsbury, we 
have the project to be consid¬ 
ered in Olds where we need 
to build a new Jr./Sr. High 
school, but we are going to 
build it in conjunction with 


the Olds College, and that is 
really exciting.” 

Brassard says that the 
next three years CESD trus¬ 
tees are going to have a lot on 
their plates as far as differ¬ 
ent capital projects are con¬ 
cerned. 

“We have got a whole lot 
of capital considerations for 
the next term,” Brassard 
said. 

At the top of CESD ‘prior¬ 
ity list,’ is a new middle 
school for the Town of 
Carstairs as the school is 
well over capacity and has 
been for at least two years 
now. 

Currently at Hugh Suth¬ 
erland School (HSS) in 
Carstairs there are three 
high school students without 
classrooms and the schools 
drama room doubles as an art 
room, and the school popula¬ 
tion is much higher than 
what it was first built for 
years ago. 

“We desperately need a 
new school in Carstairs be¬ 
cause of the growth,” 
Brassard added. Brassard be¬ 
lieves that at first it will be 
a little challenging with four 
returning trustees and five 
new board members, but 
nothing that time won’t 
teach. 

“There are always chal¬ 
lenges because I think it 
takes a little while until you 
become a coherent unit and 
that is really the best way to 
accomplish things so that 
you are all on the same 
page,” Brassard said. 

The Board will be holding 
an organizational meeting in 
the coming weeks where 
they will elect their vice¬ 
chairperson as well as select 
the different committees 
each trustee will sit on.

The only good thing about losing your old dog is that now 
you can get a puppy. Our beloved Hobbes died in his sleep on 
Aug 13 and for the first few weeks we were too sad to consider 
a new dog. But this is a farm, we really need a dog and getting 
a pup so that he could grow a little before it got too cold seemed 
like a sensible idea. Also pups get into trouble, chew things 
and dig things up, if we got one now maybe he would calm down 
a bit by spring and wreak less havoc on the flower beds. 

Our last two dogs have been Shepherd-Collie crosses and 
we have been very happy with them so I began scanning ads for 
this combination. We made some inquiries at Animal Shelters 
but no one had quite what we wanted and while I understand 
that the shelter personnel want the best possible homes for 
their animals I think some of the regulations are a bit much. 
One facility required that the whole family be interviewed at 
which time our previous history of dog ownership would be 
evaluated and we would discuss our resources (would the dog 
have enough space and approved living conditions), and capa¬ 
bilities (do we know how to care for an animal). Next we could 
all visit the animal and if this went well the family was allowed 
to take the dog home for the afternoon. If the home visit proved 
to be a happy occasion we moved to the "adoption pending" phase 
and after a suitable interval papers and contracts would be 
signed. I don’t think the dog was required to sign anything 
but maybe his lawyer was. As this procedure would have in¬ 
volved about five trips to Calgary during harvest season our 
interest in adoption waned. 

Local papers had several ads for older dogs and some of 
them were tempting but sometimes older dogs have bad hab¬ 
its. We took an older dog once and while we were moving cattle 
she would be half a mile away following a flock of sparrows. 
This was infuriating but not dangerous, what if you got an older 
dog that bites? With three tiny grandchildren we were not pre¬ 
pared to take any chances. In mid September we found an ad 
that read, German Shepherd-Collie 11 weeks. We made arrange¬ 
ments to go and see him. 

There had been ten pups in a litter born on June 8th, five of 
each gender and now there were only two left, both boys. One 
was pure black and one black and tan. Both puppies were alert, 
healthy, very friendly and well socialized. The large mom and 
larger dad were both on view and they were gentle, friendly 
and well mannered. We chose the black and tan. 

Gabriel, or Gaby has been with us for almost a month. He is 
totally charming, very bright, affectionate and adorable. We love 
him but he is awfully big, very strong, and has unlimited en¬ 
ergy. Sometimes it sounds like a Shetland pony is playing on 
the deck. The plastic milk jugs that I used to take water to the 
petunias at the road gate, my old garden shoes and several plant 
pots have become mangled chew toys, any errant bag, plastic or 
paper, becomes four thousand scraps of blowing garbage. Wood, 
including the broom handle, is chewed into splinters, a dropped 
glove must be retrieved immediately or it is never seen again, 
no shoes or boots can be left outside, shaken rugs cannot be 
left on the deck rail. If I want to put newspapers and tin cans 
in my recycling box I wear shoes, a long sleeved jacket and gloves, 
because Gaby, in his affectionate enthusiasm will probably hurt 
me. The lovely fluffy bed we bought for his dog house has had 
to be mended and recovered. He is now tall enough that he can 
take things off of shelves in the garage! 

But... already he knows the meaning of the word "down," that 
"out" means he cannot come in the house, that the house cat 
has certain privileges and that when told to "go home" he can’t 
follow that piece of machinery. He fetches a frisbee, rides on 
the Gator, helps to dig potatoes and carrots, and does not cry if 
he has to be tied for a while. He is delighted to see us come 
home if we have been gone for only an hour, and he is unfail¬ 
ingly happy and sweet natured. By spring he will be calmer 
and quieter, by next fall he will have attained dignity. Welcome 
Home Gabriel.

CHR realizes another North 
American lirst

The Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion (CHR) has announced 
that six state-of-the-art 
Stryker i-Suite operating 
rooms are now fully opera¬ 
tional in the Region. 

This is the first time in 
North America that operat¬ 
ing rooms are at three adult 
hospitals in the same city - 
Foothills Medical Centre,

police car or tow truck: 

• Pull safely to the nearest curb and stop. This is the law; failing to yield right of way to an 
emergency vehicle with its siren on will result in a $172 fine. 

• Stop your vehicle before an intersection if you can; an emergency vehicle may be trying to 
turn. Clear the intersection as prudently as possible. 

• At red lights, hold your position so the emergency vehicle can go around you. 

• When you come upon a crash scene, slow down and give emergency workers plenty of roam. 

• When approaching the amber flashing lights of a roadside assistance vehicle, slow down 
and keep as much distance as possible between your vehicle and the tow truck as you pass. 
Watch carefully for the operator and any other individuals at the scene. 

• In construction zones: SLOW DOWN! And watch for workers on the scene. 

Get a charge out of winter 


AMA urges motorists to slow down around 
emergency vehicles and tow trucks. 

Too many drivers are still going too fast on slip¬ 
pery roads — especially around Emergency Road 
Service (ERS) vehicles (including tow trucks) op¬ 
erated by Alberta Motor Association (AMA) em¬ 
ployees and contractors, not to mention police, fire 
and ambulance crews attending collisions on roads 
and highways around Alberta. 

AMA recently had two hits in Edmonton and one 
in Lethbridge because of motorists travelling too 
fast around recovery scenes where drivers and con¬ 
tractors are assisting stranded vehicles. “Motorists 
need to pay closer attention, to slow down and pass 
service vehicles cautiously. A collision with 
stranded vehicles and service personnel can be dis¬ 
astrous for everyone,” says Randy Loyk of AMA 
Motoring Services. 

And with more cold weather on the way, motor¬ 
ists are also asked to adjust their driving habits 
accordingly. Remember that roads are slick, flur¬ 
ries reduce visibility and speeds need to be re¬ 
duced. So SLOW DOWN, give yourself extra time 
to stop and leave sufficient space between your ve¬ 
hicle and the vehicle in front of you. 

When you encounter any emergency vehicle 
with flashing lights-ambulance, fire truck, 


November is Car Care Month and AMA re¬ 
minds you to check your battery. There is noth¬ 
ing worse than going to start your car and find¬ 
ing out you have a dead battery, especially when 
it’s -20C. Every winter the Alberta Motor Asso¬ 
ciation (AMA) sees a spike in Emergency Road 
Service (ERS) calls for boosts after that first cold 
snap. The reason? Batteries lose about half their 
power when the temperature drops below -18C. 
If you have a weak battery to start with, you just 
won’t have enough juice to turn the motor over. 

So before winter hits make sure your battery, 
starter and charging system are in good shape. 
This should be done at least once a year to en¬ 
sure you have power when you need it. Servic¬ 
ing your battery means cleaning or replacing it. 
Cleaning is required when terminals get cor¬ 
roded. Replacement may be necessary if your bat¬ 
tery no longer has the reserve capacity to meet 
the demands of the vehicle’s electrical system. 
Your battery should never be replaced before a 
qualified repair shop) performs a comprehensive 
charging starting system test. 

According to Les Davies, AMA motoring serv¬ 
ices manager, “If your battery is more than five 
years old, there’s a good chance it won’t keep you 


going this winter. Don’t wait for an unpleasant 
surprise on a cold morning. Start off winter with a 
well-charged, clean battery.” 

Watch for signs that your battery may be on the 
way out. Slow cranking, dim headlamps and an il¬ 
luminated battery-warning lamp are all indicators 
of a weak battery. AMA also suggests you (or a me¬ 
chanic) check: 

• the battery case for bulges or cracks 

• the electrolyte level if the battery has remov¬ 
able vent caps 

• corrosion from terminal connections and 
battery hold-downs 

• battery posts and terminals 

Have your battery checked as part of a 35-point 
vehicle maintenance inspection that will also 
check your tires, fluid levels, windshield wipers, 
brakes, lights, belts and hoses. All AMA Approved 
Auto Repair Services (AARS) repair facilities cur¬ 
rently offer AMA members a reduced rate on spe¬ 
cial pre-winter vehicle inspections. Check AMA’s 
website at www.ama.ab.ca to find a location near¬ 
est you. 

By making a small investment in your vehicle 
today, you can potentially avoid a much more costly 
break down this winter.

Care Month weather tires yet? 


Vehicle maintenance is es¬ 
pecially important in the win¬ 
ter months when extreme 
temperatures can exacerbate 
mechanical problems. 

Each winter the Alberta 
Motor Association’s Emer¬ 
gency Road Service (ERS) 
trucks rescue about 2,000 
motorists per day across the 
province. 

To reduce the potential 
danger of a breakdown where 
motorists are caught in haz¬ 
ardous traffic or trapped in 
severe weather conditions, 
AMA recommends that all 
vehicle owners invest in a 
winter vehicle inspection.

35-point vehicle inspections.

Tips for Preparing Your Ve¬ 
hicle for Winter 

• Test your block heater. 
A PLUG ALIVE block heater 
tester, available at any AMA 
Centre, tests not only your 
block heater but also the 
power source and your cord. 

• Check your engine oil. 
As temperature cools, oil 
thickens, making it harder 
for your engine to turn over. 
Try 5W30, or if you’re driv¬ 
ing a newer vehicle tor you 
frequently leave your vehicle 
unplugged for long periods!, 
consider changing to syn¬ 
thetic oil. 

It costs more but flows bet¬ 
ter in cold temperatures. 


• Have your battery tested 
and cleaned. Cold weather 
can reduce battery capacity 
by 50 per cent. Start the win¬ 
ter with a well-charged, clean 
battery. 

• Make sure your tires are 
properly inflated and not 
worn out. Check air pressure 
monthly to prevent winter 
flats and improve your fuel 
consumption. 

• Keep your gas tank at 
least half full. A fuller tank 
reduces condensation that 
can cause gas-line freeze up 
- plus it ensures you won’t 
run out of gas. 

• Have your fluid levels 
tested and checked. Are you 
using engine antifreeze that 
will be effective at -45C? 
You’ll want to ensure your 
engine antifreeze is at the 
appropriate strength and re¬ 
member to switch to a winter 
grade of windshield washer 
fluid as well. 

• Check your belts and 
hoses.

Have your cell phone with 
you to call for assistance and 
an emergency kit in your 
trunk containing booster ca¬ 
bles, a small shovel, extra 
clothing including hats, 
gloves and footwear, a blan¬ 
ket, warning light or flares, 
waterproof matches, survival 
candle, non-perishable food 
items, traction aids like kitty 
litter or mats, a tow chain or 
rope, and a fire extinguisher.

Administration building 
construction will 
proceed

It appears some of 
the people who fought 
hardest to stop the con¬ 
struction of the new 
administration build¬ 
ing for Mountain View 
County will be the ones 
working in it come 
March 31, 2005, when 
it is expected to be 
complete. 

Mountain View 
County’s council ac¬ 
cepted, for informa¬ 
tion, updates concern¬ 
ing construction 
progress at their first 
regular meeting, Oct. 
27, and appear to be 
going ahead with plans 
for construction. 

First-time council¬ 
lors and previous mem¬ 
bers of the Mountain 
View Taxpayer Associa¬ 
tion, Kathy Blain and 
Arnie Shea voted 
unanimously with 
other councillors, Liz 
Negropontes, Dave 
Derksen (nine term), 
Charlie Van Arnam 
(two term), Gwen Day 
and A1 Kemmere, to ac¬ 
cept a status report on 
the construction of the 
administration build¬ 
ing being built near the 
Olds/Didsbury airport 
site. 

“The building is go¬ 
ing ahead,” said Shea, 
after the meeting. 

MVC administration 
reported the $5.5 mil¬ 
lion project is two 
months into construc¬ 
tion and on schedule. 

To date $930,904 
has been expended from 
the total budget. Value 
of the actual building 
construction is 

$4,059,540. 

Foundation work is 
100 per cent complete, 
masonry 25 per cent 
and underground 
rough-ins are 75 per 
cent complete. 

The building close-in 
is expected to be Dec. 
30. 

All major subcon¬ 
tracts have been let 
(outstanding are some 
minor contracts such 
as washroom accesso¬ 
ries). All shop draw¬ 
ings have been ordered 
and those that can be 
in production are in 
production. All materi¬ 
als have been ordered. 

Shea asked adminis¬ 


tration if a press re¬ 
lease could be issued 
concerning the entire 
project. 

“Tell them the whole 
story and I think it 
will all work out fine,” 
said Shea, adding “we 
need better P.R.” 

Reeve Kemmere sug¬ 
gested this might be a 
topic for council’s 
upcoming workshop to 
be held in December. 

“That would be a 
prime time to get a 
united stand (on this) 
and get everyone on 
the same page,” said 
Kemmere. 

After touring the 
current administration 
building, Negropontes 
said, “you can see there 
are short-comings in 
the design of this build¬ 
ing.” 

She suggested an 
open house for the old 
building might en¬ 
lighten ratepayers. 

County Commis¬ 
sioner Harold 

Johnsrude and Coun¬ 
cillor Derksen in¬ 
formed her open 
houses have been held 
to tour the current 
building. 

Negropontes then 
suggested a $37,000 
centennial grant, cur¬ 
rently earmarked for 
the lobby of the new 
building to recognize 
the history of this 
county and agriculture 
within this county, 
could be better spent on 
other locations. 

“My suggestion was 
that perhaps other lo¬ 
cations in the county, 
that can be identified 
as having historical 
significance, could use 
the money to pay trib¬ 
ute to the heritage of 
Mountain View 

County,” said 

Negropontes. 

Van Arnam disa¬ 
greed, “I think it’s a 
wonderful idea to com¬ 
memorate the history 
of our province (in the 
lobby of the new ad¬ 
ministration building) 
I can’t think of a bet¬ 
ter place to do it than 
in the only public 
building we have.” 

Van Arnam said he 
would like the histori¬ 
cal society to help with 
the process. 

Councillors ap¬ 


pointed to the building 
committee are Van 
Arnam, Kemmere and 
Negropontes. They 
will be meeting for the 
first time Nov. 4.

16 more people went home safely 

After BP Canada Energy Company launched a bottom- 
up and top-down overhaul of their health and safety 
practices last year, 16 more people went home safely. 

The upstream oil and gas industry places high priority 
on health and safety. That's why everyone at BP, as 
well as those who work under contract for BP, got 
involved in the initiative. It began with leadership. 

Every vice president signed a personal contract that 
made health and safety part of their performance 
goals. At breakfasts and special safety meetings, 
contractors were given incentives, too: improving their 
health and safety records would give them a better 
chance of having their contracts renewed. New 
procedures were drawn up to make situations like 
working alone safer. Health and safety became 
everyone's daily priority. Viewing every activity from office procedures to welding, 
workers were encouraged to write down their observations and ideas of how it 
could be made safer. 

Just one year later, safety observations had tripled and 55 per cent fewer recordable 
injuries meant 16 more people went home safely. “This tremendous reduction in 
injuries is the result of the efforts of all BP employees and the many contractors 
that have worked with us this past year," says Jennifer Speer, HSE Team Leader at 
BP. "For us to be able to make continued improvements in safety, we require the 
commitment of these contractors, who by the way, work for all producers in 
Western Canada. With the commitment of all producers and contractors, we 
can make our industry safer.” 

Alberta Workers’ Compensation noted the improvement too. "BP Canada was 
72 per cent better than the upstream oil and gas industry average," says Lorraine 
Lynch-Geisler, Workers' Compensation spokesperson. She adds, the upstream oil and 
gas industry's record is much better than the average of all industries. Efforts like 
BP's to bring everyone home safely each day go a long way toward maintaining 
that position. 

Every drop counts 

"We can't use resources of any kind without having 
some impact on the environment," says Professor 
Laurence Bentley of the University of Calgary’s 
Department of Geology and Geophysics. Bentley's 
specialty is studying groundwater—how water 
behaves under the ground. He says we need a lot of 
scientific data before we can properly protect it. That's 
why Syncrude Canada Ltd. and NAL Resources Limited 
are sponsoring watershed studies. 

Syncrude is studying three watersheds on its oil sands 
leases to “track every drop of water—how much is 
stored, how much is available for plants, how much 
stays underground and how much runs off to streams 
and wetlands," explains Clara Qualizza, Syncrude’s 
Oil Sands Environment Scientist. "We have also 
instrumented a series of undisturbed watersheds and forests for comparison." 

The information they get from streams and underground probes is essential for 
planning the best way to protect water and reclaim the land. 

At the Spring Creek watershed near Valleyview, Alberta, NAL recognized the 
importance of continuing a 35-year Alberta Environment study when it moved into 
the area to develop an oilfield. NAL and its partner provided funding for laboratory 
analysis and scientific equipment to help find out the effects of oilfield development 
as it happens. 

Results are still being analyzed, but promise to be invaluable. "These watersheds 
are so complicated, the only way to understand them is to take lots of data and 
measurements," says Bentley. He says long term studies are particularly rare but 
are the most important—they provide the ability to better forecast future effects. 
Industry assisted studies such as these help ensure that Alberta's water quality 
remains high for future generations.

QUESTION: I have a very fussy 8-month-old baby 
who cries whenever I put her down. My paediatrician 
says she is healthy and that she cries just because 
she wants me to hold her all the time. I do give her a 
lot of attention, but I simply can't keep her on my lap 
all day long. How can I make her less fussy? 

DR. DOBSON: The crying of infants is an important 
form of communication. Through their tears we learn 
of their hunger, fatigue, discomfort or diaper disaster. 
Thus it is important to listen to those calls for help and 
interpret them accordingly. 

On the other hand, your paediatrician is right. It 
is possible to create a fussy, demanding baby by rush¬ 
ing to pick her up every time she utters a whimper or 
sigh. Infants are fully capable of learning to manipu¬ 
late their parents through a process called reinforce¬ 
ment, whereby any behaviour that produces a pleas¬ 
ant result will tend to recur. A healthy baby can keep 
her mother hopping around her nursery 12 hours a 
day (or night) simply by forcing air past her sandpa¬ 
per larynx. 

To avoid this consequence, it is important to strike a 
balance between giving your baby the attention she 
needs and establishing her as a tiny dictator. Don't be 
afraid to let her cry for a reasonable period of time 
(which is thought to be healthy for the lungs), although 
it is necessary to listen to the tone of her voice for the 
difference between random discontent and genuine dis¬ 
tress. Most mothers learn to recognize this distinction 
very quickly. 

When my daughter was 1 year of age, I used to stand 
out of sight at the doorway of her nursery for four or 
five minutes, awaiting a momentary lull in the crying 
before going to pick her up. By so doing, I reinforced 
the pauses rather than the tears. You might try the same 
approach. 

QUESTION: I hear so much about children who have 
ADD. Can you describe this problem for me and tell me 
how I might recognize it in my son? 

DR. DOBSON: The term ADD stands for "attention 
deficit disorder,” which is an inherited neurological syn¬ 
drome that affects approximately 5 percent of children 
in the United States. It refers to individuals who are 
easily distracted, have a low tolerance for boredom or 
frustration, and tend to be impulsive and flighty. Some 
of them are also hyperactive, and hence they are said to 
have ADHD (attention deficit hyperactive disorder). 

Children with ADD have a pattern of behaviour that 
sets them up for failure in school and conflict with their 
parents. They have difficulty finishing tasks, remember¬ 
ing details, focusing on a book or assignment, or even 
remaining seated for more than a few minutes. Some 
appear to be driven from within as they race wildly from 
one thing to another. They are often very bright and 
creative, yet they’re seen as lazy, disruptive and terri¬ 
bly disorganized. 

ADD children often suffer from low self-esteem be¬ 
cause they have been berated as "goof-offs" and anar¬ 
chists who refuse to follow the rules. They sometimes 
have few friends because they can drive everyone crazy 
-- even those their own age. 

As for how you can recognize such a child in your 
home, it is unwise for a parent to attempt to do so. There 
are many other problems, both psychological and physi¬ 
cal, that can cause the similar symptoms. Disorders of 
the thyroid, for example, can make a child hyperactive 
or sluggish; depression and anxiety can cause the de- 
structibility associated with ADD. Therefore, you must 
have assistance from a physician, a child 
developmentalist or a psychologist who can confirm the 
diagnosis. 

If you see the symptoms I’ve described in your child, 
I urge you to have him or her seen professionally. Again, 
you should not try to diagnose your child. The sooner 
you can get that youngster in to see a person who spe¬ 
cializes in this disorder, the better.

Energy engulfed the 
Carstairs’ Memorial 
Arena on Saturday as 
residents, media and Al¬ 
berta Hockey representa¬ 
tives gathered to cheer on 
the Calgary Scorpions 
and Edmonton Impact in 
an exciting game of 
Sledge Hockey. 

About 150 people came 
out to support the event, 
which symbolized Hockey 
Alberta’s official involve¬ 
ment with the game. 

And although the 
crowd was a little smaller 
than some organizers had 
hoped the people that did 
come out were in great 
spirits, making the 
evening a complete suc¬ 
cess, said Gary Mills, gen¬ 
eral manager of Hockey 
Alberta. 

“I think everything 
was very well organized,” 
said Mills. “I am very 
pleased with the support 
we received from the local 
community and truly im¬ 
pressed with the courage 
of these young athletes 
and their will to be suc¬ 
cessful.”

Despite a big effort by both 
teams to get a point on the 
scoreboard, third period 
ended scoreless forcing the 
teams to a dramatic five man 
shoot-out, which, thanks to 
Steve Arsenault and 
Jonathan Brekke, the Ed¬ 
monton Impact came out in 
front 2-0. 

“The players were really 
looking forward to this game 
and were very excited about 
the chance to play,” said 
Howard Wurban, special 
projects manager for Hockey 
Alberta. “The old Calgary/ 
Edmonton rivalry makes the 
game tonight even that 
much more interesting.” 

Following the game people 
were invited to try out the 
double-bladed sleds the play¬ 
ers use to manoeuvre them¬ 
selves around the ice. More 
than 40 people of all ages 
struggled to glide around the 
rink, many receiving one-on- 
one instruction from some of 
the players. 

The evening was con¬ 
cluded with a banquet din¬ 
ner for the players, volun¬ 
teers, and organizers of the 
event. 

More than 40 volunteers 
donated their time to help 
make the evening a success, 
some of which included mem¬ 


bers of the Carstairs’ Mi¬ 
nor Hockey league and 
the Hugh Sutherland sen¬ 
ior band. 

“The whole thing came 
together really nicely and 
the teams themselves 
were really pleased with 
the turnout,” said Lori 
Beal, special events or¬ 
ganizer for Carstairs Mi¬ 
nor Hockey. 

Funding for the event 
was provided by Alberta 
Sport, Recreation, Parks 
and Wildlife Foundation 
and Alberta Community 
Development Sport 
Canada. 

There are currently 
three Sledge Hockey pro¬ 
viders in Alberta includ¬ 
ing, the Paralympic 
Sports Association in Ed¬ 
monton, the Wolverines 
Wheelchair Sports Asso¬ 
ciation in Grand Prairie 
and the Spina Bifida As¬ 
sociation of Southern Al¬ 
berta in Calgary. 

These organizations 
see more than 100 people 
throughout the province 
taking part in the game, 
both for recreational and 
competitive purposes. 

“Hockey Alberta is very 
fortunate to be able to part¬ 
ner with organizations like 
Sledge Hockey,” said Mills. 
“We hope we see an increase 
of involvement in Sledge 
Hockey and we are going 
to do everything we can 
to support its develop¬ 
ment.”
